‘WOMEN AND AMATEUR ACTING. 
BY FANNIE AMMAR MATHEWS, 


Tt is odd, but no one, I believe, as yet 
has taken up the question which occurs to 
meas a very portinout-and not altogether 
unimportant one; and this ia in how far 
and in what way amateur acting reacts upon 
anc modifies the amateur actross; ‘how 
Jauch or how little, and whother for geod, 
or for evil, this purauit “influsaces the pur. 
suer; wheroin the accomplishment serves 
‘to form the woman, and what.are the acol- 
dental and incidental differances it imposes 
upon her character, One of the moat 
powerful tendoncies of modern lifa is un- 
doubtodiy the profound, absorbing, master- 
ing, impnlse—which rules the men and 
not infrequently overrules ‘tha women of 
our nineteenth centery—the impulse to 
give forth, to give out, to express,. to 
obtuin that which fifty years ago weuld 
have ‘carried --an ineradicable edium 
in its train, bat ‘hich today is 
as a laurel crown on her whose brows aup- 
port it: Imean notoriety. The goal to be 
gained is, being talked about, -The means 
to. be ompleyed, in tho very nature of 
things, must be flagrant, blatant, intonsely 
en evidence. 

And what can present itself more ap- 
«posite, other arts and accomplishments 
being, perhaps, out of reach or uncon: 
geniul, than amateur acting? The power 
of theatrical application is common onough. 
‘he power of dramatic insight is extramuly’ 
tars. To bo theatrical is both essy and 
usual. Te be dramatic is both uncommon 
and also impossibls unless one is guided by 
the rein of that -divinity- which hedges 
Gonius to far more purpogo than it oftimes 
hedges kings. I know of uo amateur 
actress whatover who fa in tho least inspir- 
ed by dramatic insight. I know of. none 
why does not possess a fair share. of 
theatrical perapicacity, Nor yet of one 
who exhibits, even when super-excited, the 
force sufficient to tear a passion to tattars 
—sotting aside the rarer ability. to epitomise 
that passion by a glance, a single word, or 
an intonation. Do what they will, they 
fail ignominiously, utterly, completely. In 
the first place, amateur acting unquestion- 
ably alienates," if it does not divorces, a 
woman from what we aro vory justly-con- 
demned to call the realities of life: Tt 
robs her of the aavouring salt, and bestows 
upon her instead the unsanative sugar, It 
confers upon her a” rathor tropically 
-| favoured fictional existence, and takes from 
hor the rcal throe, and throb, and pulse, 
and pleasure of a true and unzentimentalia: 
ed state of being. ~It takes from her the 
bloom of her beat prerogatives, and rendera 
her back nothing in their place save 
the *exitial exetements of an applause 
that ia too often totally insincere 
as well as totally unmerited—an atmosphore 
that is false, and a cds of mannora that is 
ill-built on somo kind of insccure founda: 
ion’ E ho * frocmanonry 
‘of art1'vand it leaves her glorying in a 
Dondescript phase of  self-adornment, 
which, for lack of the courage to christen 
it demi-mendsine, we impertinently de- 
signate as * actress-like,’ 

This woman, it is unnecessary for me to 
Bay, is not what she appoars to be. Sha is 
very probably » thoroughly respectable 
woman, witha heart, and a soul, and a brain 
as well as another; and that heart and soul 
and brain of ‘hers, commeffauratoly with 
her era, havd. whispered, ond sung, and 
acreamed and shricked the same weary, 
tending cry that all the other women’s 
hearts and brains and souls ssem in these 
days to have shrieked and sobbed unto 


will be seen! I willjbe pointed at, talked” 
abont, written of, commented on, criticised, 
savilled at evon, if neada be, but I must be 
something, do something, other than lead 
the_lifa of a womanly, awaet and serious 
woman, That will killme! I getd action 
s“scope.

EF must 
give out, and not hold in! In so far as

trome, It has long since ceased to bo an 
smusement. And, paradoxical as it may 
sound ato first hearing, it has become a 
literal profession, very much a8 beauty bé- 
came a profoasion some few years ago, and

Amateut acting has gained its ultimatum 
and touches upon ite decay. It gives us 
to-day no batter acting, no mora artistic; 
impersonations, no further ovidonces of |: 
genius oF evan of talent among its women 
.than itdid whon the crazo first broke upon 
our uaeuapecting vision. But it can show 
us a clique of young women soatterod all 
over tho country. whose atylo. in bizarre,’ 
whose manners are meretricious and up- 
womanly, whose atmosphere just’ hesitates 
—one ssya looking at these dispassionately

to_be a monopoly in another quarter, and 
whosa Hivos, hopes, aims are cetfainly un.
